Motor truck schedules coordinated with 
train schedules, extend the fast service 
offered by the train to local points along 
the-main and branch lines. . 
Cotton Belt was the first railroad in 
the Southwest to offer coordinated train 
and truck’ service, with store-door, 
pick-up and delivery of freight, through 
its subsidiary, the Southwestern Trans- 
portation-Company, organized in 1928.

TRAFFIC: 67: Holiday:time Trains Gave 


Force at L. A, Central Station Many Busy Hours 


‘VARIED | holiday events in Southern 
California that drew record throngs 
through Los Angeles, ‘gave Southern 
Pacific forces at Central Station a num- 
ber of busy days climaxed. on Sunday, 
January 2, when a total of 67 heavily 
loaded passenger trains arrived and de- 
parted the Los Angeles terminal. 

This record traffic flowed through 
the terminal between 6 a. m. and 10:30 
p. m. of that day with a total of 931 
cars handled on the many trains, or an 
average of 14 cars for each train. 

This meant that during tho 990- 
minute active period of the day there 
was an arriving or departing car for 
nearly every minute, with many ad- 
ditional switching movements handled 
by the terminal yard crew in making 
up and breaking trains and in switching 
to and from the coach yards on Ala- 
meda street, south of the station. 

The trains were handled with such 
dispatch that Terminal -Trainmaster 
George Donnatin and Assistant Train- 
master ‘M. A. Nugent later warmly 
complimented Yardmaster W. R. 


‘Fread,‘in charge of the terminal yard, 
and his crew of men.

OW a linguistic redcap porter came 

forward in a kindly, gentlemanly 
manner to relieve the embarrassment 
of a young woman traveler who could 
not speak a word of ‘English, was re- 
ported recently in the Glendale News- 
Press by James R. Potter, formerly 
employed in San Joaquin Division dis- 
patcher’s office at Bakersfield.
